Mens  Soccer 

Displays  Talent  and

The  Colorado  Christian  Mens  soccer  team 
finished  the  97-98  season  with  a  5-14-1 
overall  record  and  2-10  in  the  Rocky 
Mountain  Athletic  Conference. 

Over  the  course  of  the  season  the 
Cougars  played  in  five  games  that  went 
into  overtime.  They  posted  a  1  -3- 1  record 
in  those  games.  Two  of  those  games  were 
versus  in-state  rival  Colorado  school  of 
Mines  Orediggers  In  the  first  meeting  at 
Colorado  Christian,  the  Orediggers 
outlasted  the  Cougars  1-2  in  overtime. 
The  Cougars  got  revenge  two  weeks 
later  at  the  School  of  Mines  with  a  4-3 
overtime  victory. 

By  far,  the  highlight  of  the  season 
was  a  trip  to  play  the  NCAA  division  1 
program,  Oregon  State  Beavers.  The 
Cougars  went  to  Oregon  and  upset  the 
Beavers  3-2,  despite  only  11  shots  on 
goal  compared  to  the  Beavers  26.  In  the 
game,  the  Cougars  took  a  2-0  halftime 
lead  on  goals  by  Joe  Diedrich  and  Brian 
Davisson.  The  Beavers  pulled  within  one 
goal  when  they  scored  in  the  second  half  to 
make  it  2- 1 .  But  the  Cougars  went  ahead  3- 
1  when  Eric  Williams  lofted  a  shot  over  the 
Beavers  goal  keeper  in  the  77th  minute  of  the 
game.  Oregon  State  scored  a  late  goal  but 
it  didn'  t  matter,  Colorado  Christian  held  on 
for  the  win.  Adrian  Gamueda  assisted  on 
two  goals  in  the  game  for  the  Cougars. 

Leading  the  way  for  the  Cougars 
this  season  were  Joe  Diedrich,  Eric  Wil- 
liams and  Ricky  Ray.  Diedrich  made  the 
RMAC  all-conference  team  as  he  fin- 
ished the  season  with  7  goals  and  5  as- 
sists. Williams  led  the  team  with  10  goals 
and  also  added  3  assists  and  Ricky  Ray 
made  the  RMAC  all-conference  team  as 
a  defender.

Tammy  Wishard  helped  the  Cougars 
by  scoring  a  team  high  9  goals  and  gathering 
4  assists  over  the  course  of  the  season. 
Wishard' s  efforts  were  acknowledged  at 
the  end  of  the  season  by  being  the  only 
Cougar  named  to  the  RMAC  All-Confer- 
ence team.  It  was  the  third  time  in  three 
years  that  she  was  named  to  the  team. 

"It  has  been  a  great  honor  to  be  se- 
lected to  represent  my  team  on  the  RMAC 
All-Conference  squads  these  last  few 
years.  ".  Wishard  said. 

Other  major  contributors  to  the  Cou- 
gars success  were  Maria  Perols  and  Anna 
Robinson.  Perols  led  the  team  in  assists 
with  5,  and  also  scored  three  goals. 
Robinson  steadied  the  defense  as  the 
Cougars  earned  four  shut  outs  on  the 
season.  Goal  Keeper  Rebecca  Voehl 
also  proved  to  be  feisty  on  defense.  Espe- 
cially in  a  October  17th  meeting  versus 
Fort  Lewis.  Voehl  made  eight  one  on  one 
saves  in  a  1  -0  shutout,  subsequently  earn- 
ing her  a  RMAC  player  of  the  week 
award. 

If  this  year  was  any  indication,  the 
Cougars  will  have  a  bright  future  ahead. 
The  Cougars  started  five  freshmen  this 
year  and  will  only  lose  two  Senior' s.  The 
senior  losses  are  still  significant  though, 
as  Perols  and  Robinson  bid  farewell.

This  was  proven  in  a 
comeback  victory  over  the  Fort  Lewis  Skyhawks  at  the 
Cougar  Fieldhouse .  The  Cougars  got  behind  by  as  much 
as  1 7  points  in  the  second  half,  but  they  fought  back  the  last 
ten  minutes  of  the  game  to  eventually  win  96-90.

The  Colorado  Christian  Women's  basketball  team  had 
a  lot  to  celebrate  in  the  97-98  season.  The  season  was  by 
far  the  best  in  CCU  women's  hoops  history.  The  ladies 
posted  an  18-9  overall  record  and  a  13-6  record  in  the 
conference  as  they  finished  5th.  The  Cougars  also  broke  15 
team  records  along  the  path  to  their  first  ever  appearance 
in  the  RMAC  post  season  tournament. 

According  to  Coach  Lisa  Parker,  it  was  the  teams  goal  at 
the  beginningoftheseasontobeatallofthe  in  state  rivals.  The 
lady  Cougars  accomplished  that  by  beating  Metro  State, 
Denver  University,  Regis  and  the  Colorado  School  of  Mines. 
The  most  gratifying  wins  of  the  season  came  when  the  Cougars 
defeated  Denver  University  75-6 1 ,  and  Metro  State  75-7 1  in 
overtime.  Withthose  victories  theCougarsendedlifetimelosing 
streaks  versus  both  teams. 

The  Cougars  also  made  it  their  goal  to  play  in  the  post- 
season tournament,  and  they  accomplished  that  as  well. 
The  Cougars  played  Mesa  State  in  the  first  round  of  the 
tournament  but  lost  51-66  on  Mesa  State's  home  court. 

Thanks  to  players  like  Brooke  Carrigan,  Jen  Napoli, 
Tina  Redmond,  Tiffani  Rupp  and  Cara  Stimac,  the  97-98 
lady  Cougars  were  the  first  women' s  basketball  team  to  post 
a  winning  season,  period.  No  women's  hoops  team  in  the 
schools  history  had  won  more  games  than  they  lost. 

Carrigan  averaged  a  team  high  1 6.2  points  per  game  and 
was  voted  "Freshman  of  the  year"  in  the  RMAC.  Carrigan 
also  broke  the  school  record  for  scoring  in  a  single  game 
when  she  ripped  California  State  Hayward  for  34  points  in 
a  78-58  CCU  victory. 

Redmond,  who  averaged  14.8  points  per  game,  was 
deadly  from  behind  the  three  point  arc  all  season.  Redmond 
set  the  record  for  three  point  field  goals  made  in  one  season 
at  59,  and  she  did  it  while  playing  in  only  20  games. 
Redmond  was  named  to  the  RMAC  all-conference  team 
and  was  also  nominated  for  "freshman  of  the  year"  with 
teammate  Carrigan. 

The  Cougars  future  is  abrightone.  They  will  lose  Katie 
Bowman  and  Napoli  to  graduation,  but  the  rest  of  the  team 
will  return.
